Senate Votes to Recall Resolution 


and Refers It to the Judiciary Com­ 


mittee. 


Washington, April IS.— There was a 
showing of hands in the senate on the 
question of the popular election of 
senators. 
It carne upon the question 
of reference to a committee of the 
senate of the resolution coming over 
from the house, which proposes a con­ 
stitutional amendment providing for 


the election of senators by popular 
vote. 
The vice president referred the 
resolution to the committee on priv­ 
ileges and elections. 
This was regard­ 
ed by many as a slap at the judiciary 
committee, which handled a sim ilar 
resolution in the last session 
Later Senator Culberson moved to 
reconsider the action by which the j 
resolution was referred to the commit­ 
tee on privileges and elections. 
The i 
motion to reconsider prevailed, the 
Democrats and the 
twelve 
progrt s- 
sive Republicans voting together for 
Senator Culberson’s motion and the 
regular Republicans voting in oppo­ 
sition. 
The effect of the adoption of Sen­ 
ator Culberson’s motion was to recall 
the resolution from the committee on 
privileges and elections and bring it 
before the senate again. 
Senator Cul­ 
berson then entered a motion to refer 
the matter lo the judiciary committee, 
but an objection being made this me­ 
lon had to go over. 


Indicates Senate Control. 


The vote showed 
that 
the 
Demo­ 
crats and progressives, voting togeth­ 
e r are in control of the situation as 
regards the direct election of st nators 
end will be able to work out their plan 
with respect to the final disposition of 
tile resolution. 
Prio r to the last session of congress 
resolutions providing for popular eloc- 
I tion of senators were referred to the 
• committee on privileges and elections. 
There they slumbered j>eacefully. 
At 
the last session some of these resolu­ 
tions found their way into the judici­ 
ary committee, with tile result that 
one of them was reported back to the 
senate and given consideration. 
The 
friends of the resolution, therefore, 
want the judiciary committee to again 
consider it. 
In justification of their 
contention the fact was cited that four 
resolutions introduced in the senate 
this session providing for the popular 
election of senators were referred to 
the committee on judiciary. 
Practic­ 
ally all the Republicans of this com­ 
mittee, among them Senator Nelson, 
favor the plan to elect senators by 
direct vote.

Agua JTieta, Mex., April IS.— Tho 
most important battle of the Mexican 
revolution was fought here between 
1,600 federals under command of Lieu­ 


tenant Colonel Diaz and 1,000 rebels 
Tinder Balasario G arcia and resulted 
in the repulse of the former. 
The battle, however, was not filially 
decisive. 
It lasted from 6:30 a rn. un 
til sundown. 
At nightfall two federal 
machine guns were in possession of 
the rebels and the federals had sus­ 
tained a loss estimated by the rebels 
as at least JOO killed and wounded. 
The rebels gave 
their own 
loss at 
twenty. 
From the beginning of the battle, 
regardless of tin* warning given by 
the United States government to tin* 
leaders of both forces, a rain of bul­ 
lets poured into the America*! town 
of Douglas, and when the day was 
over, it was found that seven non­ 
combatant residents of that city had 
been wounded, 
it was a day almost 
of terror in Douglas. 
Dawn revealed 
the federal forces 
formed in fan shaped battle line, in 
the level country about a mile distant 
from Agua Prieta, with their machine 
guns in the conter. 
They gave notice 
to the enemy of their approach with 
a hail of bullets from the machino 
guns, supported by rifle fire, their e vi­ 
dent intention being to gain the in­ 
ternational line with its adobe guard­ 
houses and from this vantage ground 
turn their fire upon the rebels. 


Federal Fire Very Severe. 


The insurrectos directed their fire 
at the crews manning the machine 
guns. 
But the fire of the federals was 
so fierce that it forced the rebels back 
to their second line of intrenchments. 
The federals advanced slowly. 
As 
they came nearer the fire of the rebels 
became more effective. 
le a vin g the 
protection of their breastworks they 
moved out into the open, continuing to 
concentrate their tire upon the ma­ 
chine guns. 
The federals, finding the rebel de­ 
fense after three hours’ fighting too 
strong to enable them to carry the 
trenches, began to retreat.

Sharpshooters had made it impossible 
longer to man them.
